and refuse, ‘the health and safety 
of workers, the minimum distance 
of bore-holes from the hound- 
daries of the licensed area, and 
the deposit by the lieensee of 
security. - 

The peroleum regulations per- 
mit applications fer licences from 
foreigners and from compunies 
incorporated outside Great Britain, 
but provide that an operating 
company must be formed and re- 
gistered in Britain. 

The licensee will have a mono- 
ply in the area for which he holds 
a licenee, and each licence will 
contain. a -provision—for. the. pay- 
meat of sums agreed ‘between the 
‘Board wf Trade, with the consent 
of the Treasury, and the licensee, 
ne minimum annual payments and 
royalties, : 


ROYALTY RATES 


It is provided that the rate of 
royalty on crude oil shall never 
be tess than 3s, per ton, nor more 
than 6s. per ton.

He did not advocate the 
creation of a new Ministry ‘of 
Defence, but he urged that there 
vould be considerable waste, and 
possible danger, if Britain -pro- 
ceeded with her re-armament 
plans without having these

more apparent than real. For 
one thing, the machine is so 
vast, its duties and necessities so 
multifarious, that attempts at an 
extreme form of unification 
might produce results the op- 
posite of those intended. ‘More- 
over, where is the “superman” 
to be found? The world at the 
present time is suffering from a 
distinct shortage of this parti- 
cular type of individual. On the 
Continent of Europe there are 
one or.two supermen in action—- 
more commonly called Dictators 
—but the British system docs 
not readily yield this type, and 
it is probably for the gencral 
good that this should be so. “As 
one of the Home journals has 
remarked, the British nation

been granted, but there is another 
factor which must not be fost 
sight of. Acroplanes making use 
of aerodromes Heensed by the Air 
Ministry have to conform to the 
rules and regulations Iaid down 
In the International Air Conven- 
tion to which neither China nor 
Ameriea are signatories... There- 
fore, it is possible that their acro- 
planes, ulthough.airworthy accord- 
ing to their own standards, might 
not be according to those of the 
Air Ministry. An acroplane 
landing at Hongkong, therefore, 
mischt not be. allowed to proceed 
to its destination, if, in the opinion 
of the Acrodrome Superintendent, 
il did not conform to the Air 
Ministry regulations, “Such ‘re- 
gulations, I agree, appear to be 
irksome, yet at the same time they 
have bern the menns of building 
up for British Air Lines a re- 
putation secand to none. 

I hold no brief for the apparent 
“dog in’ the manger” attitude 
adopted by the Air Ministry, but 
it seems to me there must be more 
behind it than that, and if might 
de that although the Hongkong 
aerodrome is supposedly being de- 
yeloped as a civil acrodrome, the 
Air Ministry desires to keep it 


solely as a service station.
